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THE MOUNTAIN SHAKES 


AND A VOLCANO BELCHES FROM 
ITS CREST. 


Severe Earthquake Shecks in Arizone and California 
—A Mountain in Arizona; Trembles Vielontiy 
and a Voleano Lilluminates the Coua- 
try~The Shocks in California. 


Tucson, Arizona, May 4.—An earthquake 
cccurred here at 2:12 yesterday afternoon. No 
person was injured, Considerable damage was 
done to buildings. Goods were thrown from 


more or less cracked. Tho shock was accom- 
panied by a rumbling sound. Many clocks 
were stopped, and the entire population of the 
city took to the streets, terror-strickem. The 
courthouse cupalo swayed like the mast of a 
chip in a turbulent sea, and the building itself 
seemed as though it were toppling over. When 
the shock struck Santa Cathalina mountain 
GREAT SLICES OF THE MOUNTAIN 
were torn from its side and thrown to its base. 
Vast clouds ofdust rose above its crest, 7,000 
feet above the sea level, at three different 
points from three to four milesapart. It was 
believed for sometime that a volcano had 
burst out on the crest of the mountains. One 
towering peak, known as “Old Castle,” a 
prominent landmark from Tucson, has entirely 
disappeared. The extent of damage cannot be 
told for several days. This is the first earth- 
quake ever experienced in Tucson. The pub- 
lic school building rocked te and fro like a 
cradle. Some of the plastering fell, creating 
the utmost consternation among the scholars. 
The school was at once dismissed for fear ofa 
repetition of the shock. 

According to a gentleman who timed it, the 
shock lasted just four minutes. One or two 
slight vibrations have since been felt. Shortly 
after the earthquake 

A VOLCANO BROKE OUT 
at a point twenty-two miles south of this pla 0, 
in Total Wreck mountains, The sky is bril- 
liantly illuminated.

TEMPERANCE CAMPAIGN IN TEXAS 


Governor Ross Gives His Views on the Lig- 
uor Ouestion. 


Fort WortH, Texas, May 4.—Governor 
Ross is out in a letter in reply to the anti-pro- 
bibition state central committee, asking him 
to attend their state convention at Dallas. The 
governor is unable to be present, but declares 
his intention to vote against the proposed pro- 
hibition amendment, which he declares to be 
impolitic, unwise and against the genius of free 
institutions. He finds the present laws ade- 
quate laws to protect public liberty and private 
rights and says Texas challenges comparison,as 
a people, with those states where prohibition 
has long obtained, and Texas has larger 
churches, a larger sum of money devoted to ed- 
ucational purposes, more dwellings and wealth 
according to population and fewer criminals 
than Maine. The governor says divorces and 
crimes against chastity are greater in Maine 
than here, and whilethey have been energetic 
in trying to relieve themselves of the burden 
of the oppressed poor by repelling them as 
rapidly as porsible from their borders and 
driving them out of their boundaries as mur- 
derers and outcasts, still they have a 
greater number of paupers than Texas; 
while evidence of discontent by 
strikes, mobs, unions and conventions 
against employers attest at once the misery 
and discontent of labor among them. The 
towns of Maine are stationary and her villages 
almost everywhere proclaim the progress of a 
general decline. The governor says the states 
which have adopted prohibition laws have 
simply been robbed of their legitimate reve- 
nue. Liquor should not be driven from the 
public traffic when it may be fally regulated 
by law. It would only force it to become a 
cecret traffic and deplete the state’s yearly 
revenue to the amount of $1,000,000.

Argument Before Them Memphis 
Yesterday. 

Mrmpuis, May 1.—The interstats commis- 
sion met here teday and were occupied all day 
hearing testimony on behalf of the Louisville 
and Nashville and Nashville and Chattanooga 
railroads and points traversed by those roads.

TVWELVE MEN KILLED. 


A Spark From a Rock Causes Powder to Ex- 
plode,. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 4.—[Special.|— 
News of a terrible accident at Coosa tunnel, 
twenty miles from here, on the extension of 
the Columbus and Western railroad, reached 
the city late this afternoon. A white fore- 
man and seventeen negro laborers were at 
work in the tunnel, getting ready for a large 
blast. While ramming the blast with an iron 
baz a strata of flint was struck with the iron, 
making a spark. which ignited the powder. 
Of the eighteen men only six came out alive, 
and all of them were more or less injured. A 
contractor who left the tunnel late this after- 
noon reports that five mangled bodies have 
been taken out, and a large force of men are 
at work removing the debris to find the bodies 
of the other unfortunates. It is impossible to 
learn the names of those killed, as there is no 
telegraphic communication.

Everything is quiet, however, aud no 
trouble is anticipated, unless an attempt is 
made to fill the places of the strikers with im- 
ported men.

DEBATH IN COMMONS OVER THE 
BREACH OF PRIVILEGE, 


Zhe Goverznment’s Decision on the BResolution to 
Bring the Publisher of the London Times Before 
the Bar for Libel on Mr. Dflon— 
Other Foreign News of Interest, 


Loxpos, May 4.—Right Honorable W. H 
Smith, first lord cf the treasury, announced in 
the house of commons this afternoon that the 
government had resolved that the allegation 
that the statement by the London Times, that 
Mr. Dillon tolda falsehood while denyiugin the 
house of commons that the paper’s utterances 
concerning his alleged relations with Sheridan, 
the Invincible, was a breach of privilege, was 
not sustained hy precedent. 

Continuing, Mr. Smith said it would be 
against the dignity of the house tosummon the 
Times to the bar without previously inquiring 
into the circumstances. Gentlemen below the 
gangway, Mr. Smith added, asked that a select 
committee be constituted to inquire forthwith 
into the allegations of the Times. The prac- 


far as possible, of jadicial duty. The govern- 
ment thought such a committee as was asked 
for would be unfitted to consider such grave 
questions as.would have to be referred to it 
for decision. The government, feeling it to be 
their duty to endeavor to solve the question, 
bad instructed the attorney general and such 
others as he cared to associate with him to 
prosecute the Times for libel on Mr. Dillon, 
who was at liberty to select such counsel as he 
saw fit. 

In conclusion Mr. Smith urged the house to 
accept the course proposed. 

T. P. O'Conner condemned the goverament’s 
proporal. He said he commisserated the gov- 
ernment over their humiliating and degrading 
propesition. Their proposal was really for a 
collusive action of law made by the valor of a 
libel, Mr. O’Connor here produced a copy of 
Times containing the libel on Mr. Dillon, and 
fiourishing it aloft, he said: 

“I purchased this copy of the Times 
at one of the book stalls owned 
by the right honorpble first lord of the 
tressury. itis he, speaking for the govern- 
ment, who says no breach of privilege was 
committed. [lrish cheers} He is therefore 
deeply interested as a party in the case against 
the editor of the Times. The two men ought 
to be in the dock together. Irish members re- 
ject his proposal as unfair, unjust and unpre- 
cedented. The house of commons ought not 
to be taken in by collusive action.” 

Here Edwin DeLisle, conservative, member 
for Middle Leicestershire, arose to a point of 
order. He said he had heard Charles fanner, 
home ruler, member for Middle Cork, say that 
the couservatives were a damned lot of cads. 
{Trish voices—So you are. ] 

Spesker Peel—The clerk of the houses will 
please see that the words are taken dowa. 

Mr. Tanner denied that he had used the word 
“damned.” He repeated, however, that the 
conservatives were a lot of cads, 

The speaker said he must withdraw the ex- 
pression and apologize.

costody for a breach of privilege, such as the 
action of the Times was now alleged to be. He 
added that he and the attorney general were 
responsible for the advice on which the gov- 
ernment had acted. He proposed to coafine 
himself to the legal points of the case, regard- 
less of party politics. He then quoted preced- 
euts to show that the house was not the proper 
tribunal to deal with such matters; nor had any 
coutempt of the house been exhibited, such as 
had constituted an offense in previous cases 
where a breach of privilege had been commit- 
ted. The course of the prosecution, the solic- 
itor general said, would be left to such psrsons 
as the Irish members might nominate, both 
counsel and solicitors. If the government were 
asked to appoint them, they would interpose 
no oblection. 

In conclusion, Sir Edward slightiy modified 
as making it read that the house declines to 
taeat the Times’ publication as a breach of 
privilege. 

Sir Charles Russell, liberal, contended that 
as Mr. Dillon’s conduct in the house had been 
attacked, that fact constituted a breach of priv- 
ilege, and it was the duty of the house, and 
primarily incumbent on the government leader 
of the house (Smith) to take action to protect 
the honor of its members. The course pro- 
posed by the government’s motion was an eva- 
sion of this duty. The question was ne€'so 
much whether the committee should be ap 

ainted as whether the house intended to pass 
te the imputation against Mr. Dillon, and say 
before the world that flagrant as the offense 
was it wes notof sucha character as constitu- 
ted a breach of privilege. 

Lord Rando}ph Churchill admitted that the 
case presented a prima facie breach of privi- 
lege, but thought the house was not refusing 
judicial inquiry. The only difference was as 
to the form of inquiry to be adopted. He re- 
garded a resort to an ordinary tribunal of law 
that would afford a far better remedy than 
could be obtained from action by the house. 
He deprecated the attack made by Mr. O'Con- 
nor on the government leader in the house. 
No one outside of Mr. ©’Connor’s own circle 
could be expected to sympathize with him in 
such an astault. It was literally unjustifiable. 
From the very language used Mr. Smith could 
well afford to ignore the assault. [Cheers | 

If the government leader in the house was 
charged with not taking primary action on 
behalf of the house for a breach of privilege 
committed against one of its members, he could 
retort that it was the leader of the opposition 
who ought to have been expected to protect his 
friends, having taken the lead ontside of the 
house in an agitation for a repeal of the union. 

Mr. Gladstone emphatically repudiated the 
assertion of his lordship. 

Lord Bandolph Churchill responded: “It is 
true, however.” He then proceeded to argue 

that it would be unwise for the hoase to go 
beyond the action the government had pro- 
posed. The action of the house, if the Times 
publishers should be brought before the bar, 
would in no wise curb or control the great 
power wielded by the press of the country.

moved, injured and damaged the plaintiff in 
the sum already stated: 

Held that, under the contract, the plaintiff 
had a right to have and enjoy one-third of the 
profits of the gin and fixtures for the unexpired 
term of the contract, and when the defendant 
interfered therewith he violated his agreement 
with the plaintiff. Therefore, while the char- 
acter of the action is somewhat confused, it is, 
in substance, for a breach of contract; and there 
Was no error in refusing to set asidea judg- 
ment rendered in the case, on the ground that 
ihe justice’s court had no jurisdiction. 

Judgment affirmed.

AN APPLICATION TO BE MADE FOR 
A PARDON FOR DUNN. 


The Story of His Crime and Trial-—Sentiment of 
the People-Two Biack Eyes-The Happy 
Children-—Little Kids in the Prisoa- 

Ex. Other News From the Central City. 


Macon, Ga, May 4.—[Special.]—Judge W. A. 
Lofton, who, with Justice of the Supreme 
Court Sam Hall, defended John Dunn on his 
trial for murder, in 1876, is working{to secure a 
pardon for John Dunn, who killed “Pomp” 
Laney in a row in 1874. 

Dunn came here from Columbus, ani wis 
physically a weakly man, but otherwise a good 
sort of fellow. One evening he and Laney, 
who was a robust young fellow, got into a 
wrangle on Cotton avenue, and Laney ran af 
Dunn with a heavy piece of timber. He struck 
at Dunn but the blow fell short, and Dann 
closed with hint and dealt him a fatal stab with 
a knife. 

Laney lingered a couple of days and died of 
his wound. While on his death bed he told 
the attending physician that Dunn was not to 
blame and oaked that he go unmolested, 

Justice Sprinz, who was then in office, had 
Duxn arrested, and on a commitment trial dis- 
charged him. | 

Dunn went off after a short stay in the city, 
and when the grand jury met, it found a true 
bill egainst Dann for voluntary manslaughter. 
Duin remained away sometime, but on his 
return ke was arrested and brought before the 
superior court, and on trial was convicted and 
Judge Barney Hill sentenced him to the psni- 
tentiary for fifteen years, on February 14th, 
1576. 

Judges Lofton and Hall moved for an appeal, 
and were going to carry the case to the su- 
pieme ecurt, but there was a jail delivery 
shertly afterwards, and among the men who 
cscaped was John Dann. 

On acccuntof this fact the appeal was not 
orged, and when Dunn was re-arrested ia 
Chattanooga some two years afterward, the 
naiter had gone by default, and John Duun 
was sent to the penitentiary, where he has been 
£1rce, 

Several appeals, physicians’ certificates and 
other 
various governors, urging the peculiar facts o 
the case, and showing that Dann is in poor 
health a: d so on. 

It is the sentiment of people here, who are 
convelsant with the facts of the case, that 
Dunn should be pardoned, having now served 
out the longer portion of a sentence which was 
at first of a doubtful justiceness. 

It is to be hoped that Judge Lofton will suc- 
ceed in making such a showing before the gov- 
e:nor that Dunn may secure a remittal of the 
scntence of the courtatthe hands of a gov- 
ernor who is as generous as he is manly and 
discreet.

Mr. Dion Boucicault isa very bright ma», 
but he is very much mistaken if he thinks 
that he wil! be allowed to pose before the 
public as a pattern of morality. The other 
day he told a reporter that drink had writ- 
ten no wrinkles on his brow, and that he 
was never tipsy in his life. It was evident, 
from the tenor of his remarks, that he re- 
garded his temperate life as an epitome of 
morality. 

Mr. Boucicault may be surprised to learn 
that some old-fashioned people consider his 
desertion of the mother of his children and 
his marriage to another woman a very bad 
piece of business. If such conduct does not 
write a few wrinkles on his brow, it is be- 
cause he Las a heart of s‘one. 

And yet this briliiant dramatist is not 
altogether to blame for his idea of morals. In 
this superficial age the man who pays his 
debis and behaves himself in public is very 
favorably judged. He may be a faithless 
husband, an unnatural father and a selfish 
hog, but what does society care? Mr. Bou- 
cicault knows that it is a great thing to have 
no small vices, no troublesome and distate- 
ful habits. 

Of course, it is very pleasant :o know 
that a man does not get tipsy, that he is not 
a giutton, and that he respects both the so- 
cial and the penal code, but all this falls 
very far short of the whole duty of man. 
Mr. Boucicault, himself, is a suggestive il- 
lustration. There are men who get fuddled 
on beer, men who wear shabby coats, men 
who do unrefined things, so infinitely supe- 
rior to him from a moral standpoint that 
they would be insuited by instituting a com- 
parison. Our advice to this new moralist is 
to get rid of his big vices before he boasts 
of his exemption from small vices. 


Mr. Carlisie and Revenue Reform. 

Mr. Speaker Carlisle, we are glad to ob- 
serve, is of the opinion that the country has 
now arrived at a point where a reduction of 
taxation is absolutely necessary. ‘We sin- 
cerely trust ihat this statement means all it 
says; but the fact is that when certain demo- 
crats in the house desired to move tor the 
repeal or the modification of the infamous 
revenue laws, Mr, Carlisle refused to recog- 
nize them. He absolutely refused to permit 
the representatives of the people to bring 
the question before the house, where it would 
have met with overwhelming indorsement, 
but, by the exercise ofa privilege which is 
unjust and tyrannical, gave notice that he 
would not permit the matter to be discussed 
in or passed on by the house. 

This was an extraordinary stand for any 
reasonable man to take. It is a position 
that may satisfy Kentucky democrats who 
seem to fbe controlled by a corrupt whisky 
ring, but it will not satisfy the democrats o 
the country, who are under no obligations to 
the whisky ring. Mr. Carlisle’s performance 
in this matter commends itself to no pat- 
riotic man’s approval, and if it is indorsed 
by the democratic party, the party will lose 
no time in retiring from business.

Thisisthe surplus that so much 
fuss is made about. Every man of common

A GRAND OLD MAN. 


The Late Dr, George White—One of Geor- 
gia’s Early Historians. 
From the Memphis Avalanche, 

The members of grand old Calvary charch, 
where for a quarter of a century Dr. George White 
labored as rector, will be deeply grieved to learn 
this morning that he died at his residence, No. 263 
Vance street, at 2:30 o’clock yesterday evening, 
after a long and painful illness, extending over a 
perioa of many months. 

Rev. George White was born in South Carolina, 
the 12th of March, 1802, and was 85 years old the 
12th of March les&. He was of Methodist parent- 
age; spent the earlier years of his life as a teacher, 
and in this way he became perhaps one of the best 
readers of his time, his rendering of the service of 
the church being unsurpassed. When Marquis 
Lalayette was in Americain 1824-5 he was tendered 
a grand reception in Savannah. On this occasion 
Dr. White officiated as chaplain, and often in his 
later years referred to his relations at that recep- 
tion with the illustrious Frenchman. Later in life 
he undertook and did writethe history of the 
of Georgia. His effort was received with satethe. 
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rector of Calvary church in this city, and contin- 

‘ued actively in charge of this work until enfeebied 
by age, retiring from active. work about two years 
ago. As the rector of Calvary he was chosen to re- 
present this diocese in the general conventions of 
the Protestant Episcopal churches of the United 
States at, every recurring assemblage. In the gen- 
eral convention at Boston, Mass., about six years 
ago last October, he introduced into the general 
convention the resolution condemnatory of sup- 
porting churches by means of raffling, fairs, lotter- 
ies and other such devices, maintaining that the 
gift should come directly from the churchman for 
any necessary support of the church or its rector or 
its work, which was passed unanimously, and the 
action on it made conspicuous by the great defer- 
ence paid the venerable old man by that distin- 
guished body. The most marked attribute of his 
character was his child-like simplicity. The voice 
of hunger or wantor suffering never went away 
unheard by him, Another marked characteristic 
which distinguished him from almost all men was 
this, that he never was known to say an 
unkind word about any human i. pbe- 
ing. As a rector, his rendition of his part of the 
service, by its simplicity, its earnestness and clear- 
ness of elocution, he almost stood without a rival, 
and this morning, if the question were asked of the 
citizenship of Memphis, Jew and Gentile, Protes- 
tant and Catholic, what human being inthe past 
quarter of a ceutury has been most conspicuous for 
its humility, for its kindness of heart and sympa- 
thy with man, with one accord the voice of the 
great city would name the name of this venerable 
old man, who loyed Memphis, who loved her peo- 
ple, and who hadia heart full ofsympathy forall her 
children. Dr, White leaves one daughter, married, 
and a resident of Toronto, Canada; one son, George 
G. White, a business man of the city of New York; 
Mrs. Leath, a second daughter, the widow of James 
T. Leath, a pame honored in the history of Mem- 
phis,and a third daughter, Miss Tallulah White. 
The last two have during the past eighteen 
months nursed andj cared for their father with 
a devotion and kindness unparalleled; and a 
most remarkable fact is this, that no word of com- 
plaint or unkind criticism has fallen from the lips 
of this beautiful old man inhese long days of 
sick ness, ; 

Dr. White removed from Soath Carolina while 
comparatively a young man and made his home at 
Savannah until he was calied to Memphis to as- 
sume control of Calvary. He labored hard to up- 
build the church, and ss to how he succeeded it is 
only necéssary now te point to the prosperous con- 
dition of that church. . During each of the yellow 
fever epidemics he remained in the city and 
moved among all classes of people, cheering the 
sick, comforting the dying, soothing by his kindly 
q@yoids the grief of those who had lost loved ones. 


“HOLY MIRA MITTA.” 


Philadelphia’s Strange Sect, Whose Deity 
Was a Woman. 


Woman worshipers? 

Yes. 

Legal proceedin ss commenced yesterday in this 
city, writes a Philadelphia correspondent of The 
New York Herald, recall that remarkable sect 
of woman worshipers that existed in this city for 
over a quarter of a century. 

In brief, suit has begun against Meta Meister and 
other heirs of the late Anna Meister, the founder of 
the remarkable religious sect known as the Elmar 
Mira Mitta Congregation of the Lord, 

The congregation was formed in 1855, and had 
various meeting places, where they listenea to the 
instructions of the founder. 

The association in 1864 gave money to Anna Me- 

ister to purchase suitable property for their use. 
She bought the house No, 1,128 South Eleventh 
street, and the title was made outin herown 
name. 
{f{Anna Meister died in January, 1884, unmarried 
apd intestate,and the property passed into the 
bands of her sisters, Meta Meister and Salome Blet- 
ter, and other relatives. 

The plaintiffs in the case claim to have contrib- 
uted the amounts stated toward the purchase of 
the property in dispute: Philip Becker, $2,475; 
Christine’ Becker, $75; Jacob Endress, $800; Lisette 
Munzert, $1,000; August Wenner, $500; Caroline 
Lang, $200; Julia Rustman, $150. The bill asks the 
ceurt to compel the defendant to convey the prop- 
erty toithem,claiming that Anna Miester purchased 
it as their agent. 

The congregation applied for a charter in 1835, 
but the application was refused by Judges Peirce 
and Little. 

The following strange features of the faith wer 
published during the argument: — 

Meta Meister, a sister of Anna Meister, declared 
that Anna had often asserted that she was the Holy 
Ghost, the third person ofthe Trinity, and should 
be worshiped accordingly. Anna, as said, de- 
nounced the marriage relation, and thought that 
husband and wife should live together as brother 
and sister, ; 

A picture in Anna Meister's house represented 
her as the Holy Ghost. 

Mary Rapp, one of the congregation, testified to 
the fact that Anna Meister required the members 
to worship her as God. 

They preyed to her, saying: 

“We come to thee, Holy Spirit; we come to thea, 
Holy Mira Mitta; forgive us our sins.’’ Mira pro- 
fessed to have the power to forgive sins as the third 
person of the Godhead. Her adherents woutd pros: 
tiate themselves before her and worship her. 

On festive occasions—the greatest of which was 
her birthday—Mira Mitta, it was shown, would 
array herself in a red velvet gown or one of white 
silk, embroidered with the sun moon and Stars, 
and put on acrown studded with precious stones, 
said te be diamends. 

Ehe used Water, wine, and bread in her commun. 
ion service, She rejected the Bible and required 
her followers to say prayers at 5,6,9,11 and lla, 
m., and 3. 5,and 9 p.m. They were obliged to coa- 
fess their omissions to pray, andshe wouid then 
scold and berate them, sometimes striking them 
with her hand ora book. In return for these pan- 
ishments the people would thank the woman and 
declare that she bad whipped the sins out of them, 
Those who obeyed her teachings were told that 
they would never die: that the world would come 
to an ena in 1886, but that her followers would sur- 
vive under a new dispensation. 

The congregation, itissaid, believed her to be 
immortal, Oneroom of her house contained a 
becstead and bureau which she declareid was 1% 
seryed for the Savior, whose bride she professed to 
be. Mira also preached that there wasa way of 
peopling the earth known only to her as one of the 
Trinity, and tbat their ability in this direction de- 
pended upon their faith in her power. 

For twenty-five years this strange woman taught 
her peculiar doctrine tothe people that followed 
her. 

Several of the congregation were wealthy and no 
expense was spared in fitting up the building in. 
which the services were held. She exercised un- 
limited sway over her congregation. At her death 
they worshipped her as a saint.

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Cne Hundred end Fifty Miners Supposed to Bs Lost 
—Bome Rescurrs Succumb to the Afier~ 
damp — Heartrendirg Seenes at the 
Mine—Other Casualties of the Day. 


Nanaimo, B. C, May 4.—A terrible explos- 
ion of gas took place last evening in No. 1 shaft 
of the Vancouver coal company’s mine, in 
which there were upwards of 150 miners at 
the time. The first intimation those on eur- 
face had of the explosion was a terrific shock, 
followed by au outburst of thick black smoke 
through the air shaft. The first explosion was 
quickly followed by '’asecond one, stronger 
then the first. It carried pieces of wood, min- 
ers’ lamps, etc., hundreds of feetin the air. 
In few minutes flames began to issue through 
the air shaft with a loud roaring noise. The 
fan house soon caught fire and was quickly 
consumed. 

In the meantime nine white men and four 
Chinese were brought up through No.1 on 
hoisting thaft. Rescuing parties continued in 
the attempt to reach the entombed men, but 
were able to rescue only fifteen up to this hour. 
They were overcome by after damp and 
had to be rescued by others. 
Of there noble rescuers, Samuel Hudson suc- 
cumbed to the effects of the after damp. The 
scenes around the shaft head are most heart- 
rending. Friends of those imprisoned below 
are looking forthe missing, but little hopes 
are entertained for their safety. 

At 6 p. m. the fire was still burning, and it 
Will be impossible to attempt a rescue before 
morning, ifthen. The probability is that all 
the imprisoned miners, who number about 120 
have perished of suffocation.

president of the National Poultry association, 
Merrison, president of the Georgia Poultry 
union, and DeKalb, secretary, all of whom 
were appointed a committee to confer with the 
Piedmont Exposition company, and co-operate 
with it in behalf of the Georgia Poultry union, 
are now revising the premium list for poultry. 
This list will be headed bya premium of a 
hundred dollars in cash for the best collective 
exhibit of poultry made by one exhibitor. 
This prize will be hotly contested. Messrs. 
Seudder and Townsend, of New York, write 
that they will have from sixty to a hundred 
coops on exhibition. Th» Georgia Poultry and 
Pet Stock association will have a large place 
assigned its exhibits so that exhibitors from 
other states may come prepared to see what 
Georgia can do in the way of fine poultry. 
THE PLANS FOR THE BUILDING, 

The plans for the building are rapidly being 
finished. The work will be begun on a baild- 
ing 314 feet long by 98 feet wide, with two 
wings of «qual width, but less length, and a 
two-story ballin the center, ornamented with 
atower. The gate of the park will be very 
bandsome, the plans are now being perfected. 
They wll be made in imitation of an English 
lodge with accommodations at the gate for 
eigbt turn stiles, forty feet of carriage way and 
two street car entrances. The buildings which 
make up the lodge on each side of the gate 
will hold offices for the ticket sellers and offi- 
cers Of the association.

products, ranging from the wheat and grasses 
of the north to the cotton plant of the south, 
and blessed with a mild climate unsurpassed 
in any land. : 

‘The exbibits at the Atlanta international 
cotton exposition in 1881 of the minerals, 
woods and agricultural resources of this section 
was a revelation that has borne fruit increas- 
ing with every year. 

‘It is the object of the Piedmont Exposition 
company in this, its first annual fair, to again 
collect together the evidences of these resources 
to show their great increase, both from subse- 
cuent discovery and actual workings; to exhib- 
it the progress and improvement of this sec- 
tion in its machinery, manufactures, its flocks 
and herds, and its methods and results of agri- 
culture, and to gather from every source with- 
in or Without its territory, for comparison and 
instruction, ali the best and most recent la- 
bor saving devices and machinery for ti-ling its 
soi], reaping its harvests and changing its crude 
pr ducts into useful and beautiful fabrics. 

“For accomplishing these ends the Piedmont 
Exposition company invites the co-operation of 
the states, counties, cities and townsand of all 
classes within this section, and the exh bition 
of all articles, whether enumerated in the fol- 
lowing premium list or not, tending to illus- 
trate these resources or to develop or improve 
them.” 

The contract will be closed today for printing 
@ million envelopes carrying the business name 
of the firm using them and an advertisement oi 
the Piedmont exposition. These will be sold 
to business men at less cost than white envel- 
oper, and in any quantity to suit. A half 
million small dodgers reciting briefly the at- 
tractions of the exposition have already beon 
printed, and are being distributed. The fair is 
being editorialized in the stock, racing, poul- 
try, and agricultural papers throughout the 
country, and already has broad and general 
advertising. 

The work has been very largely cut out, and 
next week Will see everybody at work. The 
directors will meet every night during the 
week, and the work will be pressed forward as 
rapidly as possible.

D. Kennebrew, the Wineroom Man, Fined 
and Bound Over. 

C. D. Kennebrew, of the Commercial wine- 
room, No. 5 Peachtree street, was fined five hun- 
dred dollars for violating the prohibition law, by 
Judge Anderson during the session of police court, 
yesterday, and was required to give a thousand 
dollar bond to the city court. 

The case against Mr. Kennebrew was booked on 
the 26th of April last. 

‘The Commercial wineroom is one of the handiest 
places in the city to north side people, who like a 
nerve tonic or other strictly prohibition drink. 
Immediately after the place was opened it became 
quite popular, and as a natural consequence, fell 
under the careful scrutiny of the prohibition detec- 
tives. Several attempts were made to obtain in- 
formation-suflicient to authorize a case against 
Mr. Kennebrew, bunt so carefully was the law ob- 
served by him that every attempt was a failure, 
The repeated failures spurred the officers on, and 
three cases were booked against the proprietor. 
In each case, however, he succeeded in establish- 
ing his innocence, and was released. On the 26th 
of April a fourth case was made, and yesterday it 
was heard before Judge Anderson. 

Patrolmen Collins and Ozburn, two new mem- 
bers of the force, swore that they entered the 
Cemmercial on the night of the 26th, by orders of 
their commanding officers, and purchased rye 
liguer.

The testimony, when considered by Judge An- 
derson, wasin hisopinion sufficient to warrant a 
conviction and a fine of $500 was im and a 
bond of $1,CC0 to the city court was required. Mr. 
Kenvnebrew deposited a'certified check forthe $500 
at the same time announcing that he‘: would 
apperl the case. He also made the necessary bond 
and left police headquarters. As Judge Pendleton 
was leaving the courtroom he was approached by 
the witness whom he had questioned so closely.

The County Commissioners Take Steps Looking to 
the Betterment of the County’s Roads—Au- 
thority to (ssue $500,000 of Bonds Asked 
Vor—The Condition of the Roads, 


For some time past the county commission- 
ers have been considering the matter of the 
improvement of the roads of the county with 
a view, if possible, of securing a more perfect 
sy stem, 

At the regular meeting of the board, yest-r- 
day, the following order was passed, upon mo- 
tion of Mr. Kiser: 

That the county attorney be authorized to pre- 
pare and take the proper steps by advertising, ask- 
ing the legislature of Georgia to authorize the 
county of Fulton toissne five hundred thousand 
dollars of thirty year bonds; said bonds bearing in- 
terest at 4 aes ceut per aununm; said iuterest to 
be paid semi-annually, for the purpose of macada 
mizing the roads in said county. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

‘The matter of the best method of securing 
for Fulton county a therougb system of good 
roads,’ said Mr. Hunnicutt, chairman of the 
board of county commissioners, “has occupied 
the attention of this board for a number of 
years, but we have never before seen the time 
when we felt fully justified in takiog the step 
we have taken today. Everyboly who has 
ever bad occasion to take a drive throngh the 
cottuty knows that some decided improvement 
is necessary. The roads as originally made on 
the face of mother earth, as it were, doubtless 
were gooi county roads, but this continual 
working by man has spoiled them.” | 

“Then this so-called working the roadstloesn’t 
emount to much?” 

‘Dees more harm than good. In the firat 
place, but mighty little work is done, and in 
the second place about all that is done is to cat 
away the grass from the sides of the road and 
put some soft dirt into the holes, from which it 
witl be washed out by the first rain. The sys- 
teu: ig a farce, Now, an order of the kind we 
passed today would not be necassary if we 
could have the present law so changed that 
every man instead of goiug through the sense- 
less form of working on the road was com- 
pelled to psy $250 into the county treasury, 
this to be placed to the credit of 
the rcsd fund. There should be a penalty 
of imprisopment and chain gang work for 
every person who failed to pay his tax. Thea 
this money derived in this way ought to be ap- 
portioned to the roads according to the amount 
paid by men who, under the present law, 
wou'd have to work them. In this way a suf. 
ficiently large fand could be raised to keep the 
roads, with proper work, in good condition.” 

THE PRESENT CONDITON. 


“Are there any macadamized roads in Fal: | 


ton county now?’ 

“Well,” said Mr. Hunnicutt, reflecting, “I 
think we now have about thirteen miles of 
macademized roads scattered in different por- 
tions ofthe county. Weought to hayeacom: 
plete system of such roads.” 

“Can the work be done cherply?’ 

*Wecan corstructan almost perfert system 
of roads ata very reasonable cost. For roads 
which esn be easily reached by railroads we 
can get, the :ubble store from Stone mountain 
with which we can make the best roads in the 
world and ata sma'ler cost than the macad- 
amiz«d rozds would cost. These rubble stores 
is the cuttings from the belgian block: 
In size they vary from three inch face to six 
and eight. and in my opirion makes a better 
road of this kind than the belgian blocks, a3 
they will catch and hold more dirt. Of course it

WHERE THE IMPROVEMENTS WILL BEGIN, 

“If the improvements were t> be begun now 
I think the first work would ba done on the 
East Point road near the United States bar- 
racks. Thereis also a piece onthe Marietta 
road which should be improved at once, In- 
deed, even if we do not get the permission to 
issue the bouds I think we will improve those 
roads, as they need it very badly.” 

“If the bill contemplated should become a 
law would the bonds be issued at once?’ 

“Oh, no. That is, the whole $500,000 would 
certainly not be issued at once. The idea is 
simply to empower us to issue the bonds for 

oat purposes. in our opinion, it? should ba 

necessary. Under no circumstances would 
they be issued any faster than the work pro- 
c-eced, and it is just possible that it would not 
be found neccessary to issue them atall. What 
we do want, and what will benefit Atlanta as 
well ag the surrounding country immensely, is 
a thorough system of well constructed roads 
leading to every corner of the fcounty,.”’ 

“Was the order mentioned above the unani- 
mous sense of the board ?” 

“Well, you know every member is responsi- 
ble for every order of the board, and ia that 
sence it represents the uuanimous action of the 
board. The matter,as I said, has been dis- 
cussed by the board fur some years, but at no 
time before would the order have been passed. 
The times seem auspicious, and we trust some 
definite action looking to some good roads 
may be taken.”’
